NEGOTIATIONS AT A STANDSTILL. 



Russia's Declaration to Withdraw 
Troops as >»ui\ as Order Is Re- 
stored Received Wit h Oratt- 
flcatlon at \\ asli.ngtou. 



Washington, Aug. 31.— Chinese ne- 
gotiations remain at the same point 
they occupied Thursday. No conclu- 
sion has been reached as to the last 
phase, namely, the Russian proposi- 
tion of withdrawal. As to the propo 
sltion to recognize LI Hung Chang as 
an envoy, the negotiations remain at 
a standstill, no conclusion having 
been reached. There Is, however, rea- 
son to believe that the way has been 
opened for the settlement of thi3 lat- 
ter question at the proper time on the 
basis of the Japanese proposition 
which Is that LI Hung Chang be re- 
inforced by Prince Ching and the vice- 
roys of the two great southern pro- 
vinces, Nanking and Hankow. As it 
Is pretty well understood that these 
three offloials are proforeign In their 
sentiments and strongly inclined to 
make peace on any terms the Influ- 
ence of Li Hung Chang, even if sin- 
ister, would be counteracted. 

Mr. Conger's report that Prince 
Ching is coming to Peking may be re- 
garded as an indication that the Jap- 
anese proposal stands a good chance 
of meeting with the approval of all 
the powers. As to Li Hung Chang s 
-whereabouts, the state department 
knows nothing, but it is assumed he is 
still in Shanghai. A man of his rank 
could scarcely conceal his movements. 

It is pointed out that the foreign ad- 
mirals would find it an Impossible 
task to restrain Li Hung Chang from 
communicating with the imperial 
court. He could easily make his way 
overland from Shanghai through a 
country entirely outside foreign occu- 
pation to Tay-Yungfu, the capital ol 
the province of Shan-Si, where the 
court is reported to have taken up its 
abode. The same route also is open 
to messengers between Li Hung Chang 
and the empress dowager, so that it 
would not be easy to restrain his 
freedom of communication. 

No additional dispatches have been 
received from China, except a short 
(message relative to the wounding of 
Liutenant Waldron. The depart- 
ment made public the proposal of Rus- 
sia to withdraw troops from Peking 
and the answer of this government 
thereto, commending Russia's pur- 
pose. The administration Is much 
gratified over the assurance given by 
Russia that the occupation of Nieu- 
ohwang is for military purposes inci- 
dental to military steps fur the secur- 
ity of the Russian border provinces 
menaced by the Chinese, and that as 
soon as order shall be re-established, 
Russia will retire her troops from 
those places if the action of the other 
powers be not an obstacle thereto. It 
Is authoritatively stated that no ob 
stacle in this regard can arise through 
any action of the United States, whose 
policy is fixed and has been repesAed- 
ly proclaimed. 

No orders have been issued to Gen- 
eral Chaffee to carry out the sugges- 
tion made in the Russian note to the 
powers for the withdrawal of troops 
from Peking. Several days ago in an- 
ticipation of anything like this occur- 
ring, orders were sent to General Chaf- 
fee under whloh he could act in case 
there should be a withdrawal of the 
troops of any power or the command- 
ers representing the various powers 
could no longer act in concert. It is 
further slated that no action will be 
taken until all of the powers to whom 
the note was sent have responded, and 
even then there is no disposition for 
a precipitate or hurried withdrawal. 
There is no official information here 
. to the effect that the Russians already 
have begun to withdraw and it is not 
believed Russia will leave Peking un- 
til tihere has been some further defi- 
nite understanding. 

C.uurdlng *he Gates. 

Yokohama, Aug. 31— General Ya- 
magahuchl, commanding the Japanese 
troops in China reports that a meeting 
of foreign ministers and commanders 
has decided to maintain guards at the 
gates of the Imperial city, entrusting 
the south gate to the Americans, 
while the Japanese hold three others. 
It was decided to commemorate the 
occupation of Peking by a march of 
the allied troops through the 1mpi ri.il 
city Aug. 28. Many of the native 
guards have left the palace and sur- 
rendered themselves. The Inmates of 
the palace have been assured that they 
will be treated with every considera- 
tion. Five companies of troop* from 



the Japanese garrison at Tat pah, 
Island of Formosa, started Tuesda" 
for Amoy. 

Waldrea Was sninrd. 

Washington, Aug. 31.— A dispatch 
from General Chaffee at Taku gives 
further particulars regarding the 
wounding of Lieutenant H. Waldron, 
Ninth infantry at Hoshlwu Aug. 24. 
It stated that he was wounded by a 
sniping shot while on patrol and sent 
to the general hospital at Tien Tsin. 

HUHTINGT0F8_BU00ES OS. 

Eastern Magnate Will Be President 
Of southern Pacific. 
New York, Aug. 31.— A dispatch 
from London says Collis P. HunL.ng- 
ton's successor as president of the 
Southern Pacific railroad will not be 
any man now identified with the man- 
agement of the Southern Pacific. The 
interests which for several years con- 
trolled the majority of the stock ot 
the Southern Pacific propose tj t^ke 
ft more active part in the operation of 
the system. The fir. t step will be the 
injection of new blood into the man- 
agement. 

Charles E. Tweed, who was the con- 
fidential advisor of Mr. Huntington 
and is the second vice president, has 
been mentioned as the probable suc- 
cessor of Mr. Huntington. Mr. Tweed, 
It can be stated, will not be made 
president of the Southern Pacific. He 
will, however, have a prominent place 
in the management. 

The presidency of the Southern Pa- 
cific will be offered within a day or 
two to one of the ablest railroad men 
in America, a man who is now presl 
dent of one of the greatest roads in 
the east. Although he has a very 
comfortable berth where he Is, it is 
believed he will be glad to round off 
his railroad career by taking the more 
important post left vacant by the 
death of Mr. Huntington. 

When Mr. Huntington was pinched 
in the panic of 1893, he was forced to 
let go a large part of his securities to 
raise ready money. Messrs. Speycrs 
advanced him large sums. The South- 
ern Pacific stock which they then ob- 
tained, together with their recent pur- 
chases, gave these bankers controlling 
interest in the road. While Mr. Hunt 
ington was alive, Messrs. Speyers 
were content to have hiim keep the 
presidency, though they believed a 
change in the management of the 
Southern Pacific was advisable. 

May ne Ingalls. 

New York, Aug. 31.— It was said In 
Wall street that the president of the 
Southern Pacific railroad would be of- 
fered to President M. E. Ingalls of the 
Big Four road, who is a Vanderbilt 
ally. No one could be found who 
would positively confirm or deny the 
Ingalls rumor. The selection of Mr. 
Ingalls would be another move in the 
line with the alleged Vanderbilt plan 
to weave all the railroads of America 
into a vast system under one head. 

Tweed Not Talkative. 

New York, Aug. 31.— C. H. Tweed, 
who was Mr. Huntington's confiden- 
tial adviser, when questioned as to 
the various stories concerning the 
Southern Pacific presidency, said. 
"The directors will not meet until 
next week, and while several names 
have been informally mentioned, I 
think I am safe in saying no one ha3 
been decided upon definitely." 

Kentucky Legislature. 

Frankfort, Ky., Aug. 31.— The sen- 
ate met with a bare quorum and im- 
mediately adjourned until Tuesday 
morning. The house will meet Satur- 
day, but it is understood the speaker 
will not appoint the special commit- 
tee created to consider all election 
bills until the senate passes a similar 
resolution. 



Klllott's New Place. 

Washington, Aug. 31.— W. J. Elliott, 
who was pardoned by Governor Bush- 
nell from the Ohio penitentiary, where 
he was serving a life sentence for'kill- 
lng Al Osborne and old man Hughes 
at Columbus, <>., has been appointed 
to a good position in the census office. 
He is assistant chief of the tabulation 
division. 

Womans Horrible Suicide. 

Urbana, O., Aug. 31.— Mrs. Will 
Place, who resided four miles west of 
town, went to the barn where her 
husband was feeding stock and called 
to him, "Here it goes," swallowing 
nearly two ounces of carbolic acid. 
Place immediately lifted her Into a 
buggy and drove here at breakneck 
speed. He arrived too late, as she 
died a few moments after reaching a 
drug store. Family troubles the cause.

From Being Lynched*

Belair, Md . Aug. II.— William 
Black, colored, was banged at 7:41 a. 
m. He met death with considerable 
calmness, although he was very ner- 
vous on his way to the scaffold aa:t tor 
several days was in a state bordering 
on complete collapse. 

Black died for a criminal assault 
committed on Mi.--.s Jessie Bradford, a 
15-year-old girl, who lived near Aber- 
deen, this county. The negro over- 
powered her In a patch of woods Feb- 
ruary 21. A searching party was or- 
ganized and there is no doubt the 
negro would have been lynched if 
caught then, but he made his way to 
Baltimore, shipped on an oyster boat 
and was caught down the bay a few 
days later. His arrest and conviction 
followed and lie was kept at the Bal- 
timore city jail 

Meanwhile another negro. L;>uis 
Miller was lynched in Belair for a 
similar crime and threats were made 
that Black should never die a legal 
death. For this reason the sheriff of 
Harford county took unusual precau- 
tions and a company of militia was de- 
tailed to attend the execution and pre- 
serve order. As a further precaution, 
the announcement was made in th° 
newspapers that the condemned mar 
would be taken to Belair on a morn- 
ing train and hanged soon after 10 a. 
m. Instead of carrying out this pro- 
gram, the sheriff put him on a train 
which reached here from Baltimore 
shortly after midnight and hanged 
him at the hour stated. 

Another Kxecut ton. 

Raleigh, Aug. 31.— Thomas Jones a 
negro preacher, t he murderer of a fam- 
ily of six persons, was hanged here in 
the county Jail. The execution was 
private. A great many negroes were 
in the vicinity of the jail— the MOM 
negroes who last Maroh attempted to 
lynch Jones but no demonstration was 
made. Although a preacher at the 
time of the crime, Jones dates his ac- 
tual conversion only as far back as 
this week, three days before he felt 
the noose about his neck. With the 
object of exterminating a family of 
eight, Jones, in order to conceal his 
crime, murdered Ella Jones, colored, 
and her 14-year-old daughter and then 
set fire to the building in which they 
resided, burning alive four small chil- 
dren. Laura Jone3, an 18-year-old 
girl, escaped carrying with her Sid 
Jones, her 3-year-old brother, reduc- 
ing the number of his victims to six.

They are badly 
clothed and some are said to be half 
starved. Ambulances are out picking 
up many of the sick and weakly ones. 
The captured officers are reported to 
have been taken to Barberton. Some 
of them escaped, including the Earl of 
Leltrim and Viscount Ennlsmore. The 
prisoners report that Kruger, Steyn, 
Botha, Lucas, Meyer and Schalkbur- 
ger left Nooitgedacht Aug. 29 for Nel- 
spruit. Boers seem to be scattering."

Ico-Russia accord to secure the 
prompt evacuation of Peking. Tin., 
point out how completely this Upsets 
preconceived notions of the grouping 
of the powers on the Chinese uue.-ti >.i 
and the concensus of Londou"s editor- 
ial opinion is that the proposals are 
antagonistic to British interests a;: 1 
that the allies .should remain in Pe- 
king until the Chinese government la 
re-estabiishe I and the ringleaders of 
the present uprising punished. 

The Globe seizes the opportunity to 
indulge in unfriendly criticism, ac- 
cusing the United States of breaking 
the concord of the powers and play- 
ing into the hands of Russia against 
Great Britain by .-uppoitlng the sug- 
gestion of the employment of U Hung 
Chang who. the paper declares, is BO* 
toriou.-ly hostile to Great Britain and 
friendly to Russia. 

The Globe says the British govern 
ment will oppose to the uttermost the 
Idea of evacuating Peking in whieh 
course, the paper adds, it will be sup- 
ported by Emperor William of Ger- 
many. 

Russians Seine a Palace, 
St. Peterslniig, Aug. 31. — General

There were many distilleries in Mason 
County at this period, but we 8nd no 
no reference whatever to the famous 
native distillate. There is nearly a pane 
of foreign intelligence, but, outside of 
•he advertisements, scrrcely a line of 
local news. Henry Clay writes a felici- 
tous letter of acknowledgement to Senor 
IV/. is, who had recently sent him a book. 
"The present," he says, "is a moment/or 
you of the greatest importance. Spain is 
making her last effort. If the army 
which she is now preparing at Cadiz 
shall be repulsed, South American inde- 
pendence is secure forever." In the 
obituary column we note the announce- 
ment of the death of Samuel Stanhope 
Smith, D. I)., LL. D., late President of 
the College of New Jersey. He had 
many distinguished connexions in Ken- 
tucky. 

The "Fagle," newspaper, February 2, 
1825, was printed and published at Maye- 
ville, Ky., by Lewis Collins. It bears 
proudly the significant motto, "The Peo- 
ple Virtuous and Free; the Pre88 Un- 
shackled." Many of the advertisements 
are similar to those in the old "Union ;" 
factories of various kinds, as "The Mavs- 
ville Cotton Factory," John Shaw; an 
iron foundry, Swaun «& Starr, etc. Lex- 
ington advertises a lottery. Fifty dollars 
is offered by Wm. Vanmeter for the cap- 
ture of a fugitive slave— twenty-five years 
old, a blacksmith by trade. Mason 
Brown i father of the late John Mason 
Brown) announces that he will hereafter 
attend the Mason, Lewis and Bracken 
Circuit Courts. His ollice is on Front 
street. Dr. John Shackh ford oilers his 
professional services to the citizens of 
Mayrville. Edward Cox, the famous old 
bookseller, advertises nearly a column of 
standard works, with a good circulating 
library of "novels, romances, plays, his- 
tories and miscellaneous books.' In his 
published list we find Bibles, hymn 
books, theological dictionaries, church 
histories, works on philosophy, i Raid,

'note on the same page an announcement 
of a distribution of Biblea by the "Mays 
-ville Bible Association ;" a call by the 
Secretary, A. Corsvine, for a meeting of 
the "Maysville Abolition Society" at the 
house of L. Cahill ; an advertisement of 
sale, to satisfy the holders of a deed of 
rust, of a nkgko woman named Lucy 
and a HBO M Qiai named Fanny; the 
publication of a ' scheme of the first 
class" of the Jeilersonviile Ohio Canal 
Lottery, at the Falls of Ohio; and, 
finally an impressive lesson upon the 
pernicious and ungodly practice of duel- 
linr— then in high esteem. A communi- 
cation from Cincinnati announces the 
formation of an "Agricultural and Eco- 
nomical Society," of which Wm. Henry 
Harrison is President, and JoBeph En." 
bree, Clerk. In the list of members we 
rind the names of JameB Taylor, Jacob 
Burnett, Wm. Corry and Daniel brake. 
Jacob Burnett submittedf a "Declara- 
tion," which was adopted by the society, 
taking ground against "imported liqu >rs," 
etc, (except in sickness); "the wearing 
t'4 -in of black." as testimonials of re- 
pp. -c f • the memory of the dead ; and 
a„'ani-i • xtravagance in dress, and the 
use ol imported goods of every descrip- 
tion, this declaration in favor of home 
products was doubtless well received 
across the river. David and George 
Rich-y advertise the Maysville Wool 
factor ; George Purcell, cotton spinning 
and an assortment of yarns; James 



for Infantry and Rifleman, i Duane); dic- 
tionaries, (Walker and Johnson^; Latin 
and Greek school-books; "London-made" 
globes; Euclid's elements ; arithmetics; 
geographits; Webstei's spelling books—

these old papers first appeared ; and, 
yet, we may very seriously ask ourselves, 
standing on the threshold of a new cen- 
tury, "Has social life in Kentucky been 
fundamentally improved by the process 
of the years?

Clin ioo, In., Aug. 30.— Bishop Henry 
M. TurLer, of Atlanta, head of the Afri- 
can M. E. Church, and recognized leader 
of the colored race since the death of 
Frederick Douglas, has decided to come 
out for Bryan. Bishop Turner will be 
attended in his conversion to Democracy, 
it is further announced, by Bishops Der- 
rick and Grand, of the same church. 

This statement was made to-day by 
Rev. J. A. Whitman, a colored minister 
of Atlanta, and the personal representa- 
tive of Bishop Turner. Just before the 
departure of ex-Governor Stone, of Mis- 
souri, to the East, the Bishop sent the 
Vice Chairman of the Democratic Na- 
tional Committee a telegram saying that 
the Atlanta minister had full authority 
to speak for him. 

Not content with deciding fo vote for 
Bryan, Bishop Turner has also expressed 
a desire to take the stump for the Demo- 
cratic nominee, and he has already made 
arrangements with the Democratic Na- 
tional Committee. , 

Anti-imperialism is said to be the main 
spring that has governed Bishop Turner's 
action which is significant, in view of 
the statement of Vice Chairman Henry 
B. Payne, of the Republican National 
Committee, that the dividing of the col- 
ored vote between the Democrats and 
Republicans this year will meau the 
breaking up of the solid South.
